would be no cuts in terms of staff 
or programs to follow. 
“We based our budget knowing

increase, but the numbers are set 
as if there was no increase in 
anticipation of (the state) taking 
back the money,” he said. “If we

Romulus schools currently 
operates on a $37 million budget 
annually. The district runs five 
facilities and has about 300 
employees.

could be included in the plan. 

“We believe we'll have an offi- 
cial announcement — most likely 
from Congressman (John) Dingell’s 
office,” he said. | 

Mayor Alan Lambert, who sat in 
on the joint city-authority meetings, 
echoed that sentiment Tuesday. 

‘T’ve been very busy with the air- 
port thing, and the good news is 
that we’re working together,” he 
said. 

The fifth parallel runway - 


which according to last publicized 
would be located along Eureka 
Road — is the most controversial 
part of the plan because it would 
require the removal of several 
commercial and residential struc- 
tures. 

The expansion would allow the 
airport to fly more aircraft into the 
facilities, but the city would lose tax 
revenue that pays for services to 
residents when the buildings are 
demolished to make room for the 
runway. 

City estimates indicate the plan 
would effectively reduce the size of 
the City of Romulus by about 7 per- 
cent, and potentially by 3,500 resi- 


dents. Also on the chopping block 
would be the loss of the 350-unit 
Sky Harbor Apartments, 30 indus- 
trial buildings, 18 commercial 
buildings, at least one subdivision, 
and Merriman Elementary School. 

In all, about 800 residences 
would be demolished, and the city 
could stand to lose almost $1 mil- 
lion in assessed revenue, according 
to the city. 

Romulus Community Schools 
could lose as much as $1.7 million 
in revenue if the plan were imple- 
mented. 


Airport agrees with city 
Michael Conway, a spokesper- 


son for the airport authority, said 
his understanding is that both sides 
are close to an agreement, as of a 
meeting on Tuesday afternoon. 

“We have had about four meet- 
ings with mayors that were present 
at the board meetings,” he said. 
“There are still issues that are 
being worked out, but my under- 


_ standing of what happened after 


today’s meeting is that they're close 
to a consensus.

The Wayne County Zoological Authority was established pursuant to Public Act 49 of 
2008, and formed to allow for continuing zoological services for the students, residents 
and visitors of the County of Wayne. The law allows the Authority to seek authorization 
from the electors to levy a tax of not more than 0.1 mil (10 cents per $1,000 of taxable 
value) on real property and personal property to provide revenue for this purpose. 
Accordingly, to continue providing zoological services to benefit the residents of the 
County, shall a 0.1 mill on all taxable property located within the County of Wayne be 
imposed for a period of ten (10) years, being years 2008 through 2017. It is estimated that 
if approved and levied, this new millage will generate approximately $5,299,640.48 in 
2008.

Once upon a time, there was a man sub- 
jected to an unspeakable tragedy, a trauma 
so deep and hideous that it defined the rest 
of his life. 

That basic building block provides the 
foundation for any number of memorable 
characters and it could apply to several in 
The Dark Knight. 

Christopher Nolan’s follow up to Batman 
Begins transcends the ‘comic book’ genre and 
tells a compelling story about tragic heroes 
and anti-heroes alike and lets us wonder why 
one man would turn to good, while another 
would embrace the forces of chaos and evil.

Christian Bale returns as Bruce Wayne 
and Batman; Morgan Freeman as his second- 
in command, Lucius Fox and Gary Oldman 
as the faithful Lt. Jim Gordon. 

Batman is up to his neck in challenges 
this time around, too. He has tried to repre- 
sent a force for good in Gotham City, but 
copycat vigilantes are roaming the streets 
mucking things up. He’s having limited suc- 
cess in tracking down the source of all the 
mob money in the streets and, to top it all off, 
he has a new villain to deal with, a self- 
described engine of chaos called The Joker 
(Heath Ledger). 

Much will be said about Ledger’s per- 
formance in this film and rightfully so. 
Rarely has there been an on-screen villain 
that captures the nature of evil, the blackness 
of uncontrolled depravity and insanity so 
completely. He is a marvel—no pun intend- 
ed—to behold; a slimy thing that creeps 
under your skin and chills you to the bone.

Jonathon, do a few wise things. Notably, 
they ignore the traditional ‘origin’ of 
the Joker character and allow him to 
describe how he came to look and act 
the way he does. He tells several ver- 
sions of the tale, each different, 
each disturbing and each much more 
plausible than having a guy fall into a 
vat of chemicals that bleaches his skin 
white and turns his hair green. 

Nolan’s version of the character is much 
closer to modern day depictions of the mad- 
man; he strives for chaos for the sake of 
chaos and puts people into impossible moral 
choices in an attempt to bring out the deep 
dark part in all of us. 

Batman has help in his crusade in Gordon 
and the new district attorney, Harvey Dent 
(Aaron Eckhart). Their performances, while 
more subtle, are crucial to the success of the 
film as well. Oldman is spot-on in his depic- 
tion of Gordon, possible the last honest cop 
in the city, and Eckhart captures Dent’s 
descent into madness in a way that would 
have overshadowed everything else going on, 
if it hadn't been for Ledger’s Oscar worthy 
portrayal. 

Of course, with a movie like this, there will 
be plenty of fight scenes, chases, explosions, 
special effects and the like. They don’t disap- 
point. The film is about so much more than 
that, though. It is a character study that 
everyone can identify with. It speaks to cur- 
rent events with strong political undertones. 
At times it gets a little preachy, sure, but the 
underlying message is strong and clear. 

Everybody is struck by tragedy at one 
point or another—although happily not to 
such gruesome extent—what matters most is 
how we deal with it.
